VHien my wife saw a h./podermic needle come 
in the mail to me she decided I was taking dope. If 
numismatics is a form of dope, I guess I have been 
under the influence for a long time and so have you. 

I am sending you one of ray Mylar envelopes 
which are .0075” thickness stock and which go in loose 
leaf books. The three folds are made under heat and the 
coheaiveness of the material keeps the paper money from 
moving. I can show the back of those I wish to and I 
can put in two pieces wherever desirable. They can be 
removed and carried about without damage. The holes 
are punched by a standard hole puncher. Each of us 
has approached a problem from an entirely different 
point of view and I certainly see the merits of your 
system . I am thinking of using your system to put 
together two large pieces of Mylar where I want to make 
envelopes rather than use a tape. I will try it out and 
see how it goes.
